It 
stands  today  the  leading  market 
berry  among  all  the  fruit  growers. 
Large  strawberry  growers  are  plant- 
ing heavily  to  Dunlap,  often  planting 
ten  to  twenty  acres  solid  to  this  va- 
riety, which  goes  to  show  the  con- 
fidence this  berry  has  created  since 
its  introduction  about  fifteen  years 
ago  and  our  advice  would  be  to 
plant  the  Dunlap.

The  introducer 
claims  it  is  a scientific  cross  of  Sen- 
ator Dunlap,  and  the  Crescent,  com- 
mences to  ripen  early  and  extends 
over  a long  season.  This  is  one  of 
the  best  all  round  berries  bn  our  list.
